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NORTH  CAROLINA  CANCER  REGISTRY 


The  North  Carolina  Cancer  Registry  was  begun  in  1968  by  the  North  Carolina 
Regional  Medical  Program.   The  State  Board  of  Health  assumed  administrative 
responsibility  for  the  Registry  in  1970,  while  guidelines  and  policies  for 
the  program  continue  o  be  set  by  an  advisory  committee  established  under 
Regional  Medical  Pro   am  auspices. 

Local  hospital  registries  maintain  periodic  lifelong  follow-up  of  cancer 
patients  and  issue  reports  to  medical  staffs  concerning  the  diagnosis, 
treatment,  and  survival  of  these  patients.   The  central  registry  serves  to 
coordinate  the  activities  of  the  local  registries,  with  the  goal  of  develop- 
ing a  uniform,  comprehensive  method  for  collecting,  storing,  and  retrieving 
data  that  will  be  helpful  in  providing  better  care  for  present  and  future 
victims  of  cancer. 

Through  computerization,  the  central  registry  can  aid  local  registries  in 
completing  follow-ups,  can  supply  more  complete  regular  reports  than  would 
normally  be  available  at  the  local  level,  and  can  maintain  an  ever-increasing 
data  bank  for  those  interested  in  cancer  research. 

Annual  reports  are  provided  as  a  service  to  participating  hospitals.   These 
reports  and  the  abstract  (next  page)  will  also  familiarize  all  those  in- 
volved with  the  problem  of  cancer  with  the  kinds  of  data  that  are   now  avail- 
able.  Special  requests  for  information  are  urged  and  will  be  accommodated 
by  the  central  registry  staff  when  at  all  possible. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT 
1968 


The  1968  Annual  Report  consists  of  three  parts:   Part  A  -  (confidential) 
individual  hospital  findings  which  are  sent  only  to  the  hospital  from  which 
the  data  came;  Part  B  -  combined  findings  of  the  three  university  hospitals; 
Part  C  -  combined  findings  of  all  participating  hospitals. 

All  malignancies  are  reportable  to  the  central  registry  with  the  exception 
of  basal  and  squamous  cell  carcinomas  of  the  skin.   The  eighth  revision  of 
the  International  Classification  of  Diseases  has  been  adopted  for  coding 
the  primary  site  of  neoplasms  as  well  as  surgical  procedures  accomplished; 
the  1968  edition  of  the  Manual  of  Tumor  Nomenclature  and  Coding,  published 
by  the  American  Cancer  Society,  has  been  adopted  for  coding  histologic  type 
of  neoplasms.   "Treatment"  refers  only  to  those  therapies  meant  to  affect 
the  neoplasm  and  the  survival  of  the  patient;  the  "none"  category  includes 
all  those  cases  which  had  supportive  therapy  only,  and  for  this  reason,  seems 
very  large. 

This  annual  report  is  the  first  produced  by  the  North  Carolina  Cancer  Reg- 
istry.  It  has  been  delayed  by  difficulties  in  developing  an  efficient 
reporting  system.   Future  reports  will  be  generated  promptly  and  will  hope- 
fully aid  all  those  involved  with  the  problem  of  cancer  in  providing  better 
follow-up  and  care  of  cancer  patients  in  North  Carolina.   Your  comments 
and  constructive  criticism  are  invited. 


Part  B 
COMBINED  UNIVERSITY  HOSPITAL  REPORT 


The  data  which  comprise  this  part  of  the  annual  report  have  been  submitted 
by  North  Carolina's  three  university  teaching  hospitals  -  Duke  Hospital, 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  and  North  Carolina  Memorial  Hospital.   The 
case  tabulation  includes  the  hospitals'  1968  cancer  discharges  (both  in- 
patient and  outpatient)  accessed  by  the  central  registry.   (Since  the  latter 
two  hospitals  began  participation  in  the  central  registry  in  October  1968, 
the  combined  total  is  relatively  small  in  this  report.) 

The  number  of  cases  is  indicated  by  primary  site,  race  and  sex,  mean  age, 
the  number  and  percentage  of  cases  in  which  diagnosis  was  microscopically 
confirmed,  stage,  course  of  treatment,  and  condition  on  discharge.   There 
is  some  slight  duplication  involved,  since  those  cases  seen  in  more  than 
one  of  these  hospitals  in  1 968  are  included  more  than  once. 

As  indicated  previously,  no  significant  survival  data  are  available  as  yet, 
but  will  be  available  in  future  reports.

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Part  C 
COMBINED  HOSPITAL  REPORT 


The  data  which  comprise  this  part  of  the  annual  report  represent  the  1968 
combined  findings  of  all  hospitals  participating  in  the  central  registry. 
The  ten  hospitals  which  provided  the  data  are  indicated  on  the  cover  of 
this  report.   Three  of  the  hospitals  began  reporting  to  the  central  registry 
in  October  1968,  while  the  other  seven  reported  for  that  entire  year. 

As  shown  in  the  tabulation,  265^+  cases  were  accessed  by  the  central  registry 
from  these  ten  hospitals  in  1968.   The  number  is  an  unduplicated  total, 
meaning  that  a  case  seen  in  more  than  one  of  the  reporting  hospitals  appears 
in  the  tabulation  only  once.   Therefore,  the  total  of  all  the  individual 
hospital   reports  will  always  exceed  the  combined  report. 

The  number  of  cases  is  indicated  by  primary  site,  race  and  sex,  mean  age, 
the  number  and  percentage  of  cases  in  which  diagnosis  was  microscopically 
confirmed,  stage,  course  of  treatment,  and  condition  on  discharge.   Signifi- 
cant survival  data  are  not  yet  available  but  will  be  part  of  future  reports.
